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Anyone whohasnotbeen in the MiloBail - 
Student Center computer lab 

this semester might be in for 
a small surprise the next time 
they pay a visit. 

Starting this semester, 
students are asked to login at 
the MBSC using their UNO 
NetID, the same username 
and password used for 
myUNO, myMail, EBRUNO 
and other campus technology 
services. This does not apply 
to the open-access kiosks 
throughout the building. 

This change comes for a 
couple of reasons. First, the 
MBSC lab is the most heavily 
used lab on campus, lines at 
the door are a common sight, 
and is open far later than the 
other labs (8 am. Sunday 
through Thursday, 11 p.m. 
Friday and Saturday). 

Accordingly, Information 


Steven Lendt, director of Information 
Technology Infrastructure, saidthisnewsystem 
will “help to make sure the environment stays 
as safe as possible.” He said that when asked,

and faculty had priority in this 

lab over alumni, visitors, certain community 
members and other possible authorized 
users, 


students in the lab had indicated that they 
wanted preferential access. 
UNL has already implemented a similar 


system in some of their computer labs. 

“It is important to consider who uses the 
lab,” Lendt said. 

For example, computers in the library are 
more frequently used by guests, whereas the 
MBSC is used for specific tasks by students, 
with things like the Internet, e-mail, Microsoft 
Office, ete. 

In addition to security benefits, students 
may also notice a couple new conveniences 
that arise from the NetID logins. 

One convenience is that anytime you 
save a file to ‘My Documents’ in the MBSC, 
it is automatically copied onto myFolder, a 
web-based alternative to floppy disks or flash 
memory drives. Another convenience is that 
Internet Explorer favorites are also saved, so 
that the next time you logon at the MBSC, 
you will be able to access Web sites you book 
marked previously. 

About the only downside is having to 
remember to log off the machine when you 
finish. Users can log off by pressing Ctrl-Alt- 
Delete and selecting ‘Log'off’ from the menu 
options (or by pressing “enter”). 

Some students might also need to lookup 
their UNO NetID. Currently, there is a kiosk 
in the MBSC lab where you are able to lookup 
your username and reset your password. 

ITS said that they helped approximately 
500 students lookup their NetIDs, and they 
expect the rate of students requiring resets to 
continue to decline over the next couple weeks 
as students get a set ID and pat. ‘ord.

Spam: 

1. Acanned mystery meat. 

2. Unsolicited e-mail, often 
of a commercial nature, sent 
indiscriminately to multiple mailing 
lists, individuals, or newsgroups; 
junk e-mail. 

Even with all of the court cases 
involving spammers and other 
people who want to make our e-mail 
miserable, there is one thing that 
UNO has: SpamJam. 

SpamJam is an _ anti-spam 
program, however available only to 
faculty and staff. 

SpamJam is quite a unique system 
that gives the user a daily report 
of possible spam, giving him the 
option to delete it or store it. Also, 
the user can choose to block e-mail 
from spam accounts or specific sites. 
SpamJam can be accessed through 
the MyMail Web site, where the user 
can configure it and do what he 
must. 

Sadly, spammers _ still get 
through. It’s not because the system 
is necessarily bad, but spammers are 
getting more sneaky as the days go 
by. As an attempt to prevent the 
new spammers, the system has an 
automatic update feature that keeps 
it up to date with the latest spam 
trends. The faculty just needs to 
request the program to get it. 

It sounds nice, doesn’t it? 

Why don’t the students have 
such a program? It’s quite simple, 
actually. As of now, the SpamJam 
system can only hold approximately 
5,000 e-mail accounts, which is 
enough to cover the faculty and 
staff. There are approximately 16,000 
student accounts. 

Then again, the student accounts 
are protected by SpamHaus (www. 
spamhaus.org), a less aggressive anti- 
spam program. Although it usually 
blocks incredibly obvious spam, it’s 
better than having nothing at this 
point. 

Steven Lendt, an Information 
Technology Services staff member, 
said that they are looking forward 
to a new port for student accounts. 
Choosing whether or not to have the 
program will be entirely the student's 
decision because it’s on an opt in/out 
basis. Basically, if you want it, you 
are. 

UNO has been ‘looking for a new 
program for quite some time and 
SpamJam seemed to be the best deal. 


Omahaweather 
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South Omaha Computer lab to open soon

UNO Information Technology Services 
(ITS) will open a new computer lab in 
South Omaha sometime between mid- 
February and early March. The lab is being 
constructed in partnership with the Omaha 
Housing Authority for the benefit of UNO 
students living in South Omaha as well as 
community members in the local area. 

The lab will be built in an effort by ITS 
to address the issue of the “digital divide” in 
Omaha: the gap between people who have 
computers and Internet access and those 
who do not. When ITS realized that over 
30 percent of UNO students live in North 
or South Omaha, areas where computer 
ownership and availability is considerably 
lower, it decided to take action. 

One of ITS’s goals, according to its 2004 


Strategic Initiative, is to “extend outreach 
and community engagement” through the 
creation of community-based technology 
labs. 

Initially, the project began with the 
creation of a computer lab in North Omaha 
built by ITS and the Urban League of 
Nebraska. Located on the second floor of 
the Gateway Building, 4402 N. 21st St, the 
Community Technology Center (CTC) was 
an immediate success. 

The CIC has two classrooms with a 
total of 45 workstations similar to the ones 
found in other UNO computer labs. Several 
programs have already found a home 
there, such as GED and ACT preparation 
classes, computer training for community 
members, and the Independence 

Project, a program that mixes computer 
software with career and personal training. 

Because of the CTC’s success, ITS 


began efforts to create a South Omaha 
lab. ITS partnered with the Omaha 
Housing Authority, providing the technical 
elements to the OHA’s space and personnel 
contribution. ; 

Assistant Planning Director of Distance 
Education for ITS Lanyce Keel said, 
“Community members are thrilled.” 

She went on to say that one reason ITS 
decided to create these labs was that the 24- 
hour labs on campus were not well utilized 
at night. 

“By the time [lower-income students] 
fulfill their obligations, there is no time 
to come back to campus to use the 
computer.” 

Consequently, ITS hopes to improve 
both labs’ availability to students. Currently 
the North Omaha CTC is open from 9 a.m. 
to 4 p.m. on weekdays. 

The South Omaha lab is expected to

initially offer similar hours. ITS is wotking 
to expand these hours to allow students 
who work during the day to be able to 
utilize the labs in the evening. 

When the North Omaha CTC was 
opened, students in the area received a 
postcard informing them of the new lab. 
ITS plans to do the same when the South 
Omaha lab opens. 

The announcement will also be made 
through UNO and Omaha Housing 
Authority communication channels, the 
local press, local churches, a focus group 
with area schools, and a locally-popular 
ratio station. 

Currently the project is on schedule 
to be completed by March 1, possibly 
sooner. The lab will be located in the LaFern 
Williams Center, 3010 R St. and will have 
over a dozen workstations available for 
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Child Care Center collecting 
funds for tsunami relief 

The UNO Child Care Center 
has joined forces with hundreds of 
organizations across the globe to 
collect donations for the Red Cross 
Tsunami Relief Fund. 

The center’s- project is titled 
“A Handful of Hope.” Children 
are collecting pennies and other 
monetary donations for the relief 
fund. In addition, the center has 
“challenged” the Omaha 2000 
Child Development Center to see 
which organization can raise the 
most money. 

Campus donations to “A 
Handful of Hope” are welcome 
through Jan. 31. They can be 
dropped off at the center, located
